EVERY  COLLEGE  or  university  worthy  of  the  name  has  its 
""grand  old  men;""  men  whom  their  students  remember  with  love 
and  esteem  long  after  the  subject  matter  which  they  taught  has  been 
forgotten.  Not  necessarily  old  in  years,  they  are  invariably  youthful 
in  spirit  and  they  teach  and  live  a  philosophy  of  life  that  is  easily 
grasped  by  their  younger  charges. 

Mark  Hopkins,  early-day  teacher  and  president  of  Williams  Col- 
lege, serves  well  to  illustrate  the  point.  President  James  A.  Garfield 
once  told  a  group  of  Williams  alumni  that  his  ideal  of  a  college  would 
be  fully  met  by  a  log  in  the  woods  with  a  student  at  one  end  and  Mark 
Hopkins  at  the  other. 

These  superior  teachers  are  not  all  of  the  past.  Every  generation 
of  students  at  Ohio  University  has  had  the  privilege  of  sitting  at  the 
feet  of  inspired,  and  inspiring,  men  and  women.  One  of  those  still 
in  our  midst  is  Joshua  Romine  Morton,  professor  of  chemistry — and 
more.  We  single  him  out  because,  as  reported  on  page  7,  he  soon  will 
be  leaving  college  halls. 

Master  of  his  subject  as  well  as  the  technique  of  presenting  it, 
""J.  R.""  gives  his  students  something  more  than  scientific  information. 
He  gives  them  himselj,  and  those  who  know  this  kindly,  very  human 
man  will  tell  you  that  the  unscheduled  course  in  Morton  is  every  bit 
as  valuable  as  the  course  in  organic  or  physical  chemistry  to  which  his 
name  may  be  attached  in  the  catalog. 

By  nature  modest,  in  speaking  of  his  plans  for  retirement  Pro- 
fessor  Morton  expressed  appreciation  for  the  opportunity  he  has  had 
to  serve  literally  thousands  of  young  men  and  women  in  classroom 
and  laboratory,  and  hoped  they  might  have  "'gained  a  little  something 
from  my  courses."" 

Certain  is  he  of  tributes  on  his  retirement  day.  Some  of  them 
will  be  spoken;  many  more,  unspoken,  but  all  of  them  heartfelt.  He 
will  be  missed  by  students  and  faculty  colleagues,  alike. 

All  over  the  land  there  are  Ohio  University  alumni  who,  when 
they  think  of  their  alma  mater,  think  also  of  such  friends  and  teachers 
as  J.  R.  Morton. 

PRESENTED  in  this  issue  of  The  Ohio  Ahinmii.s-  is  the  report  of 
the  Ohio  University  Fund,  Inc.,  for  1947.  In  it  will  be  found  the 
names  of  Ohioans  and  others  who  have  made  contributions  during  the 
second  year  of  this  organization  which  was  set  up  and  chartered  to 
give  aid  to  the  university  at  points  where  state-provided  funds  were 
either  not  sufficient  to  meet  the  needs  or  were  wholly  unavailable  for 
them. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  the  fine  increase  in  the  number  of  givers 
over  last  year,  although  somewhat  disappointing  to  find  that  the  total 
amount  contributed  is  considerably  less  than  that  reported  a  year  ago. 

Every  gift,  whether  large  or  small,  is  sincerely  appreciated,  how 
ever,  and  we  feel  sure  that  that  appreciation  has  been  expressed  to  the 
donors. 

Giving  on  the  part  of  alumni  of  the  endowed  schools  is  rec 
ognized  as  a  vital  necessity.  More  and  more  the  alumni  of  the  state- 
supported  schools  are  coming  to  feel  a  responsibility  for  the  welfare 
of  their  alma  maters  and  they  are  lending  a  hand  through  such  agen- 
cies as  the  O.  U.  Fund. 

Our  own  giving  is  not  yet  on  such  a  scale  as  to  warrant  elation, 
but,  as  indicated,  the  practice  is  growing.  Let"s  all  get  behind  the 
Fund  in  "48.  Every  contributor  receives  The  Ohio  Alumnus  for  one 
year  from  the  date  of  his  contribution. 
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DEMOCRACY  will  hill  unless 
hiiihcr  L'duc.ition,  while  raising 
the  whole  level  ot  soeial  intelligence 
among  our  students,  also  can  supply 
brilliant  and  dedicated  leadership, 
Dean  T.  Raymond  McConnell  of  the 
University  of  Minnesota  told  an  Ohio 
University  faculty  group  in  a  lecture, 
February  11,  m  the  auditorium  of 
the   new   Chemistry   Building. 

Speaking  on  the  topic  "The  Part- 
nership of  Teaching  and  Learning," 
the  visitor  was  sharply  critical  ot 
many  present-day  teaching  method.--, 
stating  that  the  goal  of  good  teach- 
ing is  yet  to  be  attained:  that  "poor 
college  teaching  is  all  too  common. 
Some  would  say,  all  too  character- 
istic." 

"Competence  in  instruction,"  he 
declared,  "is  something  not  to  be 
taken  for  granted.  There  is  no 
best  method  of  teaching,  no  set 
pattern  to  be  followed.  Teaching 
is  always  a  subtle  interaction  be- 
tween minds  and  persons  which  is 
subject  to  basic  principles  of  human 
learning.  The  problem  in  teaching 
is  how  to  stimulate  the  student  to 
learn,  how  to  guide  him  to  learn 
efficiently,  and,  ultimately,  how  to 
enable  him  to  learn  independently 
and  how  to  get  him  to  want  to 
learn   continuously. 

Analysis  Needed 

"Teaching,    therefore,    is    amen- 
able to  analysis  and  investigation, 
and    there    must    he    constant    ad- 
justment    and      accommodation     be- 
tween  the   student   and   the   teacher. 
The  teacher  must  know  his  student, 
yet  there  are  few  colleges  that  possess 
anything  approaching  the  amount  of 
information   they   should   have   about 
their  students. 

"Some  teachers  are  practically  un- 
conscious of  the  fact  they  have  any 
students.  Many  others  persist  in 
teaching  the  students  they  think 
they  have,  or  the  ones  they  would 
like  to  have,  rather  than  the  ones 
they  really  have. 

"There  are  dynamic  characteristics 
of    the   students   that    the    professors

should  make  a  sincere  effort  to  learn. 
They  should  know  their  backgrounds 
•uid  attitudes,  must  recognize  the 
drives  that  motivate  them,  must  know 
their  talents  and  must  understand  the 
world   in   which   they   live. 

"The  teachers  must  conceive  ot 
education  and  their  administration  of 
it  in  terms  of  the  student's  growth 
and  realise  that  it  is  possible  to  stim- 
ulate responsible  growth,     De.m  Mc-

Connell  asserted.  "The  curriculum 
too  often  is  nearer  the  instructor 
than  the  student. 

"Teachers  fail  to  realize  that  the 
student's  desire  for  practical  knowl- 
edge is  a  normal  desire.  They  too 
often  see  the  problem  in  their  own 
realm  of  understanding  rather  than 
in  the  student's.  Teachers  assume 
that  what  is  offered  is  readily  assim- 
ilated by  their  students. 

"Some  faculty  members  in  liberal 
arts  colleges  deprecate  the  interest 
that  most  students  express  is  de- 
ciding on  a  vocation  and  starting 
their  training  for  it.  In  attributing 
students'  concern  for  ways  of  making 
a  living  to  the  dominance  of  matenal- 
istic  values,  teachers  fail  to  realize 
that  it  is  a  normal  aspect  of  maturing, 
of  striving  and  planning  for  inde- 
pendence. 

"In  order  to  fit  teaching  to  the  stu- 
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dent,  we  do  not  need  to  nurse  him  or 
to  accept  less  than  he  can  do.    But  he 
is  more  likely  to  extend  himself  when 
we  encourage  him  to  start  where  he 
is  and  move  as  far  and  as  rapidly  as 
he  can  toward  meaningful  goals.  What 
we  need  in  most  colleges  is  not  the 
scholar  on  a  pedestal  but  the  teacher 
working  side  by  side  with  his  students. 
"All  too  often  the  average  college 
classroom  lecture  is  merely  the  trans- 
ference of  bones  from  one  grave- 
yard to  another,  a  process  that  is 
likely  to  stifle  interest  and  imagin- 
ation    and     even     to     discourage 
thinking  on  the  part  of  the  students. 
"General    and    liberal    education 
must  be  centered  on  the  problems 
of  living,  not  on  an  academic  feel- 
ing,   and    liberal    education    for    a 
free    society    must    be    focused    on 
human  affairs.    Throughout  history 
there  has  arisen  the  constant  need 
of  freeing  education   from  formal- 
isms of  all   kinds. 

Spent  1 00  Years 

"Liberal  education  has  spent  100 
years  getting  into  a  rut  and  getting 
out  again  so  that  adjective  human- 
istics  no  longer  can  apply. 

"If  the  student  is  to  learn 
means  and  methods  of  critical  and 
constructive  thinking,  of  putting 
evidence  to  use,  he  will  have  to 
engage  in  the  activities  he  will  per- 
form as  an  educated  man.  We 
should  not  have  slavish  dependence 
on  old  ideas  but  there  should  be  a 
stimulation  of  creative  intelligence. 

"Students  need  to  be  confronted 
with  the  necessity  of  thinking  for 
themselves,  of  undertaking  concrete 
problems  and  drawing  sensible  ap- 
plications after  proper  experiments 
and  tests. 

"Education  which  leads  to  action 
must  be  concerned  with  emotional 
conditioning.  It  must  define  clearl)- 
its  aims  in  terms  of  needs  and  de- 
velop the  most  effective  means  of  at- 
taining them.  This  kind  of  planning 
very  seldom   is  done. 

"Our  present  colleges  will  have  to 
be  expanded,  especially  our  public 
institutions,  and  there  must  be  no 
limits  on  the  availability  of  higher 
education.  Individualism  has  been 
neglected  and  there  is  no  time  now 
for  mediocrity  on  any  level,"  Dean 
McConnell  said  in  closing.

OCCUPIED  since  the  beginning  of 
the  current  semester  and  com- 
pletely equipped  with  the  exception 
of  a  two-story  high  fractionating  still, 
which  has  been  slow  in  arriving,  Ohio 
University's  new  Chemistry  Building 
now  awaits  formal  dedication  ex- 
ercises which  are  planned  for  later 
this  spring. 

Details  of  the  dedication  program 
are  being  worked  out  by  Dr.  D.  R. 
Clippinger  (see  picture),  chairman  of 
the  department  of  chemistry,  and  de- 
partmental colleagues,  in  collaboration 
with  administrative  officers  of  the  uni- 
versity. Combined  with  the  chemistry 
program  will  be  a  rededication  of 
Science  Hall  which  was  reconditioned 
last  year  and  is  now  occupied  solely 
by  the  zoology  department.  An  an- 
nouncement of  the  date  will  appear 


in  ,in  early  issue  of  T/ie  AJtimriu.';. 

The  new  structure,  costing  $500,000 
and  equipped  at  an  additional  cost  of 
$175,000  is  located  on  President 
Street  opposite  the  Men's  Gymna- 
sium. It  is  the  last  word  in  functional 
design  and  equipment  and  provides 
for  instruction  in  all  basic  courses 
in  chemistry  and  for  advanced  under- 
graduate  and   graduate  work. 

The  four-story  building  contains 
11  laboratories  (seven  of  them  for 
research),  four  lecture  rooms,  eight 
offices,  three  balance  rooms,  a  ref- 
erence library  room,  a  large  store- 
room, a  machine  shop,  a  receiving 
room,  a  battery  room  for  providing 
laboratories  with  direct  current,  and 
a  cistern  for  the  storage  of  water  for 
distillation. 

Originally  designed  to  include  a 
fifth  floor,  skyrocketing  building  costs 
forced  a  revision  of  plans.  Provisions 
have  been  made  for  the  additional 
floor  in  case  of  need  and  a  future 
availability  of  funds. 

Because  a  satisfactory  picture  of 
the  completed  building  has  not  yet 
been  secured  the  architect's  sketch, 
which  includes  the  eliminated  fifth 
floor  is  reproduced  with  this  article. 

The  lecture  room  on  the  first  flexor 
has  a  seating  capacity  of  220.  It  has 
no  outside  light,  thus  making  it 
readily  usable  for  audio-visual  instruc- 
tion. A  preparation  room  adjacent 
to  this  lecture  hall  makes  possible  a 
preclass  arrangement  of  demonstra- 
tion materials  and 
equipment  on  tables 
which  can  then  be 
wheeled  into  the 
larger  room.  The 
fourth  floor  lecture 
room  seats  100  stu- 
dents, while  rooms 
with  a  capacity  of 
50  students  each  are 
to  be  found  on  the 
second  and  third 
floors. 

There  are  five  lab- 
oratories for  general 
chemistry,  two  for 
quantitative  analysis, 
and  one  each  for 
qualitative  analysis, 
organic,  qualitative 
organic,  industrial, 


physical,  electro,  and  colhjid  chem- 
istry, and  one  for  spectroscopy. 

Each  laboratory  has  steel  locker 
units  with  ample  drawer  and  cup- 
board space.  The  desk  tops,  of  stone, 
have  individual  sink  units  and  each  is 
provided  with  outlets  for  hot  and  cold 
water,  natural  gas,  compressed  air, 
steam,  and  alternating  and  direct 
electric  current. 

Along  the  corridor  walls  of  each 
laboratory  are  hooded  units  for  ex- 
periments involving  obnoxious  gases. 
There  are  26  of  these  units  and  each 
is  connected  with  its  own  exhaust 
blower  located  on  the  roof.  Distilled 
water  dispensing  units,  fed  by  gravity 
from  a  central  storage  tank,  are  also 
to  be  found  along  the  walls. 

The  laboratories  for  colloid  chem- 
istry and  spectroscopy  are  equipped 
with  optical  instruments  and  adjacent 
to  them  there  are  dark  rooms  where 
microscopic  pictures  can  be  developed. 
The  industrial  chemistry  laboratory 
is  26  feet  in  height  to  accommodate 
fractionating  columns  and  tall  ex- 
perimental   equipment. 

The  storeroom  on  the  third  flcwr 
provides  adequate  shelving  and  stor- 
age space  for  all  chemicals  and  ap- 
paratus. There  are  two  steel-shut- 
tered windows  for  the  dispensing  of 
supplies.  In  addition,  there  is  an  out- 
side underground  storage  bunker  for 
hazardous  chemicals.  In  building  de- 
sign and  equipment  every  precaution 
has  been  taken  for  the  safety  of  stu- 
dents and   their  instructors.

MRS.  RUTH  BRYAN

of  April  21;  W.  T.  Holliday,  pres- 
ident of  the  Standard  Oil  Company 
of  Ohio,  in  May;  and  Col.  Brooke 
Allen,  executive  officer  of  the  Amer- 
ican military  mission  to  the  UN, 
at  a  date  yet  to  be  determined.

A  century  ago  students  and  townspeople 
in  Athens  commonly  spoke  of  the  Ohio 
University  campus  as  the  "College  Green." 
One  early-day  writer  referred  to  it  in  these 
words,  "The  'college  green'  or  campus  of 
Ohio  University  is  one  of  the  most  signifi- 
cant squares  of  sod  in  America  for  there 
higher  education  under  government  patron- 
age had  its  start." 

To  preserve  this  distinctive  designation  of 
the  grounds  bounded  by  Union  Street,  Uni- 
versity Terrace,  Park  Place,  and  Court  Street, 
and  to  aid  in  building  up  worthwhile  tradi- 
tions, university  authorities  have  asked  the 
present  generation  of  students  to  adopt  and 
use  the  terms,  The  Green,  when  referring  to 
that  area  long  known,  now,  as  "the  camp- 
us," and  The  East  Green  when  referring 
to  what  has  hitherto  been  known  as  "the 
lower  campus." 

In  furtherance  of  this  suggestion,  which 
the  editor  heartily  endorses,  the  heading  for 
this  section  of  The  Ohio  Alumnus  will  hence- 
forth be  "On  and  About  the  Green."  The 
phrase  "on  the  campus"  will  still  be  used  to 
indicate    the    college    community    in    general. 


R.  C.  L.  DOW,  pro- 
fessor of  geography 
and  geology,  is  a  member 
of  a  committee  of  five  men 
which  is  seeking  allocation 
of  a  part  of  the  $30,000, 
000  earmarked  for  research 
in  the  production  of  syn- 
thetic oil  from  coal  in  a 
bill  now  pending  before 
Congress.  In  a  recent  ad' 
dress  before  a  group  of 
Hocking  and  Sunday  Creek  Valley 
civic  leaders,  Lieut.  Gov.  Paul  M. 
Herbert  suggested  that  an  oil-from- 
coal  pilot  plant  in  Southeastern  Ohio 
might  be  "opening  a  door  to  an  in- 
dustry that  would  .  .  .  supply  the 
world  with  Ohio  oil."  Experiments 
conducted  by  a  Nelsonville-Detroit 
scientist  have  shown  that  60  gallons 
of  oil  can  be  produced  from  a  ton  of 
coal. 

APPOINTMENT  of  Dr.  Frank 
M.  Chapman,  former  social 
scientist  with  the  U.  S.  Department 
of  Agriculture,  as  acting  assistant 
professor  of  philosophy  has  been  an- 
nounced by  President  Baker.  Dr. 
Chapman,  a  native  of  Oregon,  re- 
ceived his  bachelor's  degree  from  the 
University  of  Washington,  his  mas- 
ter's from  Brown  University,  and  his 
doctor's  from  Harvard  University.  In 
addition,  he  has  attended  the  Univer 
sity  of  Oregon,  Willamette  Univer 
sity,  and  the  University  of  Leipzig  in 
Germany.  He  has  taught  at  Brown 
Harvard  and  the  University  of  Texas 
and  was  associated  with  the  govern 
ment  department  for  eight  years.  Dr 
Chapman  is  the  author  of  books  on 
philosophy  and  logic. 
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AS  A  FITTING  climax  to  more 
than  40  years  of  teaching  at 
Ohio  University,  Joshua  R.  Morton, 
'05,  M.S.  '12  (see  picture),  professor 
of  chemistry,  is  now  meeting  classes 
and  supervising  experiments  in  one  of 
the  most  modern  and  best-equipped 
chemistry  buildings  on  any  campus  in 
the  country.  Prof.  Morton,  currently 
the  oldest  member  of  the  faculty  in 
point  of  service,  will  retire  in  June, 
having  reached  the  age  of  70  last  fall. 
He  was  an  assistant  in  chemistry  at 
his  alma  mater  in  his  senior  year  and 
received  the  B.S.  degree  in  1905. 
After  serving  as  an  instructor  for  one 
year  he  accepted  a  position  as 
head  of  the  science  department  in 
the  high  school  at  Zanesville, 
where  he  remained  three  years. 
He  returned  to  Ohio  University 
in  1910  as  assistant  professor  of 
chemistry,  and  by  1917  had  risen 
to  a  full  professorship.  He  was 
twice  chairman  of  his  department; 
in  1918-19  and  for  an  eleven-year 
period,  1936-47.  The  Ohio  Uni- 
versity man  is  a  member  of  the 
American  Chemical  Society  and 
a  fellow  of  the  American  Associ- 
ation for  the  Advancement  of 
Science.  His  name  appears  in  five 
"Who's  Whos" — in  Science,  in 
American  Authors,  in  Chemistry, 
in  Ohio,  and  in  Education.  His 
research  in  chemistry  for  the 
National  Defense  Research  Coun- 
cil, done  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Battelle  Memorial  Institute, 
was  recognized  as  a  definite  con- 
tribution to  war  science  by  James 
B.  Conant,  president  of  Harvard 
University  and  chairman  of  the 
research  council.  In  1896,  Prof. 
Morton  married  Miss  Nellie  Long 
of  Wilkesville.  The  Mortons  have 
three  daughters:  Mrs.  Egbert  P. 
Shetter  (Doris  Morton,  '28), 
Charleston,  W.  Va.;  Mrs.  Elwin  R. 
O'Neill  (Frances  Morton,  '30,  A.M. 
'31),  Athens,  acting  instructor  in 
English  at  Ohio  University;  and  Mrs. 
Eugene  Trace  (Emma  Morton,  '32), 
Akron.  All  of  the  sons-in-law  are 
Ohio  University  graduates. 

THROUGH  SENIOR  Class  Presi- 
dent William  Smetts,  Athens, 
members  of  next  June's  graduating 
class  have  asked  consideration  by  Uni- 
versity authorities  of  the  following 
recommendations :

permission  during  their  last  semester. 

5.  That  cap  and  gown  expenses  be 
included  in  the  graduation  fee. 

A  STUDENT  TRAFFIC  court 
has  been  established  to  help  in 
enforcing  new  traffic  and  parking  reg- 
ulations made  necessary  by  the  heavy 
enrollment  of  students  and  the  con-

sequent  increase  in  the  number  of  cars 
in  the  university  area.  The  student 
judges  are  Leonard  D.  Fisher,  Zanes- 
ville; Samuel  Bellin,  Erie,  Pa.;  and 
Harry  R.  Collins,  Ft.  Wayne,  Ind. 
Charles  W.  BuUard,  '40,  assistant  dean 
of  men,  is  the  court  advisor.  The 
campus  policemen  are  frequently  the 
prosecuting  witnesses.  All  students 
operating  automobiles  while  in  atten- 
dance at  Ohio  University  are  required 
to  register  them  with  the  office  of  the 
dean  of  men. 


WINNING  NINE  out  of  twelve 
debates  the  Ohio  University 
squad  took  second  place  in  the  Men's 
Intercollegiate     Debate     Tournament 


held  at  Capital  University,  Columbus, 
February  27-28.  Top  honors  were 
won  by  the  host  school  with  eleven 
victories  and  one  loss.  Just  a  few  days 
previously  the  Ohio  U.  debaters  in- 
dieted  the  only  defeat  of  the  regular 
season  on  the  Capital  men.  The 
Green  and  White  representatives  were 
Robert  O'Linn,  Youngstown,  and 
Coover  Staats,  Jr.,  Athens  (affirma- 
tive), and  Seeman  Rose,  Erie,  Pa., 
and  William  Lodge,  Leetonia  (nega- 
tive) . 

THE  STUDENT  enrollment  for 
the  second  semester  of  the 
current  year  is  6,216.  Of  this 
number  5,344  are  on  the  main 
campus  and  872  are  enrolled 
in  the  Ohio  University  Branches- 
JPI  at  Portsmouth,  Chillicothe,  and 
Zanesville.  The  on-campus  total 
is  226  less  than  the  figure  for  the 
first  semester,  a  mid-year  grad- 
ir  uating  class  of  134  members  ac- 
]|C  counting  for  more  than  50  per 
cent  of  the  drop.  World  War  II 
veterans  in  Athens  number  2,952, 
forty-one  of  whom  are  women. 
A  breakdown  of  the  enrollment 
at  the  branches  shows  399  stu- 
dents at  Portsmouth,  289  at  Chil- 
licothe. and  184  at  Zanesville. 

AFTER  AN  absence  of  many 
years  the  YMCA  has  re- 
turned to  the  campus.  Once  one 
of  the  strongest  student  organi- 
zations, it,  and  the  literary  socie- 
ties, passed  from  the  campus  scene 
in  the  1920's.  Resuming  activities 
on  a  modest  scale  and  with 
limited  facilities,  the  men  hope 
some  day  to  again  rival  the  "Y. 
W."  in  strength  of  numbers  and 
program.  Robert  E.  Potter,  '47, 
Cambridge,  Md.,  a  graduate  stu- 
dent, is  executive  secretary  of  the 
reactivated  group. 

COMPANIES  which  have  sent 
representatives  to  Ohio  Univer- 
sity during  February  for  the  purpose 
of  interviewing  students  who  are 
registered  with  the  Bureau  of  Ap- 
pointments are  International  Harvest- 
er', Ohio  Public  Service,  American 
Can,  American  Bridge,  and  Proctor 
and  Gamble.  These  organizations  have 
been  interested  in  students  who  are 
prepared  for  positions  in  such  fields 
as  accounting,  marketing,  industrial 
engineering,  home  economics,  chem- 
istry, bacteriology,  office  management, 
and  secretarial  positions.  The  State 
Department  of  Highways  has  also 
sent  a   representative  to  the  campus. 
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Almost  phenomenally  successful 
was  Clarence  A.  Covington,  Jr.,  '38, 
in  his  management  last  year  of  the 
campaign  of  a  friend  and  fellow  at- 
torney for  the  mayoralty  of  Youngs- 
town. 

Supported  hy  the  reform  element 
of  the  city,  he  and  Charles  P.  Hen- 
derson, the  new,  .M -year-old  mayor, 
led     a     movement     which     upset     a

powerful  and  strongly  entrenched 
political  machine.  Their  campaign 
slogan    was    ""Smash    Racket    Rule." 

Mr.  Covington's  services  were 
given  to  the  effort  in  behalf  of  good 
government  without  thought  of  po- 
litical reward.  A  major  in  political 
science  at  Ohio  University  and  a 
graduate  of  the  Ohio  State  University 
law  school,  he  has  declared  that  he 
will  not  seek  a  political  office  until 
after  his  law  practice  is  firmly  estab- 
lished. 

A  life-long  resident  of  Youngs- 
town,  the  new  political  leader  ac- 
cepted a  position  as  assistant  state 
personnel  director  for  OPA  after 
passing  the  Ohio  bar  examination  in 
1940.  He  advanced  to  the  state  di- 
rectorship, but  soon  thereafter  en- 
tered the  Navy,  serving  as  a  deck 
officer  aboard  the  \] .  S.  S.  hind-sey,  a 
destroyer  which  earned  fame  at 
Okinawa. 

Following  discharge  from  the  ser- 
vice in  1946,  he  returned  to  Youngs- 
town  where  he  opened  a  law  office 


with  his  brother,  John  R.  Covington, 
'41,  who  also  received  his  law  degree 
from  Ohio  State. 

Mr.  Covington's  interests  extend 
beyond  law  and  politics.  He  teaches 
commercial  law  classes  at  Youngs- 
town  College  at  noon  twice  a  week; 
is  an  officer  in  Youngstown's  Naval 
Reserve  Battalion;  is  district  comman- 
der of  AMVETS,  a  'Vv^orld  War  II 
veterans'  organization;  is  a  member 
of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Dry 
Night  Club;  is  active  in  Kiwanis 
Club  work;  and  teaches  a  Sunday 
School  class. 

Last  November  he  was  elected 
president  of  the  Ohio  University  Bob- 
cat Club  of  Youngstown,  a  newly- 
organized  men's  group. 

In  1940,  Mr.  Covington  married 
his  college  sweetheart,  Mary  Ellen 
Moore,  '37,  and  they  and  their  two 
children,  Constance  Ann,  5,  and 
Mary  Kathryn,  born  Dec.  18,  1947, 
live  in  Boardman,  a  Youngstown  sub- 
urb.

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COACH  "DUTCH"  Trautwein's 
1947-48  edition  of  the  Bobcat 
Cagers  closed  their  20-game  season 
Feb.  28  taking  a  90  to  46  beating  at 
the  hands  of  a  University  of  Cincin- 
nati quintet  which  was  seeking  re- 
venge in  an  unmerciful  manner  for 
a  64-62  defeat  handed  them  just  two 
weeks  before  in  an  overtime  contest 
on  the  Bobcats"  home  court. 

That  defeat  left  the  Bobcats  with 
a  10-10  record  for  the  season  and 
a  4-4  record  in  the  Mid-American 
Conference,  where  for  the  second 
straight  season  they  captured  third 
honors.  Cincinnati  took  undisputed 
claim  to  the  title  with  a  7-2  mark 
while  Butler,  tied  with  Cincinnati 
last  season  for  first  ranking,  placed 
second  with  four  wins  and  two  losses. 
Miami,  with  one  game  still  to  play, 
has  a  chance  of  tying  the  Bobcats  for 
third,  while  Western  Michigan,  a 
newcomer  in  the  conference  this  year, 
ranks  fifth  with  one  win  and  two 
losses.  Western  Reserve  has  a  1-6 
rating,  with  one  tilt  with  Miami  still 
pending. 

Dick  Shrider  (see  picture),  nation- 
al-ranking forward,  led  the  Bobcats 
on  offense,  tallying  311  points  in  19 
games  for  a  16.57  average,  compared 
with  his  262  points  in  23  games  last 
year.  He  missed  the  second  Butler 
game  due  to  boil  trouble.  Throughout 
the  season  he  ranked  among  the  1  ^ 
leading  scorers  in  the  nation. 

Mark  Wylie,  outstanding  guard 
playing  his  first  full  season  with  the 
Bobcats,  set  foul  shooting  records  for 
future  Bobcats  to  aim  for.  He  hit  88 
out  of  102  attempts  for  a  rating  of 
.863,  which  made  him  the  nation's 
leader  in  this  category.  Starting  with 
the  first  Ohio  Wesleyan  game  on  Jan. 
19,  Wylie  hit  32  consecutive  times 
from  the  foul  line,  his  perfect  streak 
coming  to  an  end  when  he  missed  the 
second  of  two  attempts  in  the  Marietta 
game  of  Feb.  19.  He  had  1.000  per 
cent  averages  in  nine  of  the  18  games 
in  which  he  played,  missing  the  Jan. 
31  and  Feb.  2  games  with  Butler  and 
Xavier  due  to  an  ankle  injury  in  the 
Akron  game. 

Wylie  ranked  second  among  the 
Bobcat  scorers  with  170  markers, 
while  Bob  Johnson,  who  played  only 
17  games  due  to  a  back  injury  received 


in  the  Wayne  game  of  Feb.  14,  had 
158.  Wylie  had  a  .913  rating  in  foul 
shooting  in  conference  games,  hitting 
42  times  in  46  attempts,  which  far 
overshadowed  the  record  of  any  other 
conference  player. 

The  Bobcats  placed  three  men 
among  the  top  10  leading  scorers  in 
the  conference,  Shrider  ranking  third 
behind  Richter  and  Westerfeld  of 
Cincinnati  with  104  but  having  the 
top  average  of  14.8,  while  Wylie  was 
seventh  with  74  and  Johnson  eighth 
with  70. 

Despite  what  might  appear  to  some 
to  be  a  rather  disastrous  season,  the 
Bobcats  showed  remarkable  spirit  and 
but  for  a  run  of  injuries  during  the 
second  half  of  the  season  probably 
would  have  turned  in  a  much  better 
record.  Their  outstanding  exhibition 
was  the  64-62  defeat  of  Cincinnati 
in  an  overtime  tilt  and  one  of  the 
roughest  games  of  the  season  on  the 
home  floor.  This  was  the  only  over- 
time contest  played  by  either  team 
and  the  only  extra  period  game  in  the 
conference  this  season. 

The  Bobcats  not  only  put  one  of 
the  two  blots  on  Cincinnati's  con- 
ference record  but  also  dumped 
Miami,  the  only  other  conference 
team  to  defeat  Cincinnati,  in  both 
engagements. 

The  Trautwein  quintet  lost  a  heart 
breaker  to  Akron  University  63  to  62 
to  end  the  first  half  of  their  schedule 
with  six  wins  and  four  losses.  With 
Wylic  out  due  to  an  ankle  injury  in 
the  Akron  game,  the  Bobcats  hit  the 
road  and  lost  to  Butler  at  Indiana- 
polis 59  to  35  and  Xavier  at  Cincin- 
nati 56  to  37,  after  previously  topping 
Xavier  57-52. 

Butler  came  here  for  a  return  tilt 
Feb.  6  and  eked  out  a  47-42  win  but 
the  Bobcats  evened  up  the  season's 
record  with  their  second  win  over 
Miami  56  to  37.  Journeying  to  Detroit 
tor  their  second  meeting  with  Wayne, 
previously  beaten  55  to  39,  the  Bob- 
cats were  drubbed  55  to  47,  the  boys 
losing  much  of  their  spirit  after  seeing 
Bob  Johnson  laid  out  on  the  floor  for 
nearly  30  minutes  as  the  result  of  a 
severe  back  injury  in  the  first  30 
seconds  of  play. 

The  64-62  overtime  defeat  of  Cin- 
cinnati again  evened  up  the  wins  and

losses,  but  Marietta  spoiled  the  record 
with  a  68-53  victory  over  Ohio  on  the 
Marietta  court.  The  Bobcats  avenged 
a  57-56  defeat  at  Cleveland  by  top- 
ping Western  Reserve  58-51  in  the 
return  tilt  and  then  journeyed  to 
Delaware  to  give  Ohio  Wesleyan  its 
second  defeat  of  the  season  62  to  54.

I  read  with  deep  interest  the  second  annual  report  of  the  Ohio  Uni- 
versity Fund.  This  letter  brings  sincere  congratulations  to  you  and  all 
those  associated  with  the  Fund  for  the  results  secured  during  the  past 
year.  We  were  all  particularly  delighted  with  the  wide  participation  in  the 
Fund  as  indicated  by  the  increase  in  contributors  from  609  to  1033. 

Because  of  constantly  growing  demands  at  Ohio  University,  we  hope 
that  total  contributions  will  increase  from  year  to  year.  However,  .just 
as  important  as  the  total  fund  received  annually  is  the  increase  in  the 
total  number  of  supporters.
